Dispiitatioiis Among the Followers 
of the Khalifa— Dervishes 
Very Dissatisfied. 



Mussulmans Convicted of Armenian 
Murders— Reply of the Powers 
.to Turkish Demands. 



London, Sept. 30. — Advices from the 
dervish headquarters, received at S'ua- 
kitu, show that disputes have broken 
out among, the Khalifa's lieutenants, 
and various emirs are keeping their own 
followers around them. It is added 
that the influence of the Khalifa is shat- 
tered. 

The extraordinary tribunal sitting in 
Constantinople to-day convicted a num- 
ber of Mussulmans for the murder of 
Armenians ami sentenced them to fif- 
teen years' imprisonment. At the same 
time, however, along Jist of Armenians 
suspected of being implicated in the out- 
break were condemned to death. 

The text of the reply of the represen- 
tatives oi the powers on Sept. 15, to the 
denial of the Turkish government reiter- 
ates the charge oi complicity of Turkish 
officials in the massacres. It says the 
circular caused by Armenian provoca- 
tion has less influence in guiding the 
mob than the latter 'a knowing of the im- 
munity enjoyed by the authors cf the 
massacres in Anatolia and adds: "The 
facility with which the massacres were 
stopped shows the power at the dis- 
posal of the authorities and the bad use 
matte of it for two days." 

A dispatch from Brest sars that during 
the recent storm on that coast, two fish- 
ing boats belonging to the Guilvine were 
lost and lifteen fishermen drowned. 

DR. STARK JORDAN. 

His Opinion Regarding the Sealing Question 
as Reported in Seattle. 

Skattlh, Sept. 30. — Dr. David Starr 
Jordan, president of Stanford Univer- 
sity, Professor D'Arcy Thompson, of 
Dundee, Scotland, and Professor Fred- 
erick Lucas, of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute, Washington, all members of the 
international commission, arrived to- 
night on the City of Topeka. Of re- 
sults of the tflp L)r. Jordan says: 
" The commission is a large one 
and has been able to cover 
every .phase of the life history of the fur 
seal, both on the Pribyioff islands and 
on the seal islands of Uussia and Japan. 
Every doint hitherto under dispute has 
been critically investigated and settled 
beyond cavil. A census of all the rook- 
eries has been made and a full' examina- 
tion of all the influences adverse to the 
development of the fur seal herd. The 
detailed report of the commission will be 
at once sent to Washington. While 
there is still a very large body of seals 
on the Pribyioff islands, it is 'only the 
remnant of the great numbers existing 
in 1880 and the numbers are Btill 
declining. Fortius decline the commis- 
sioners find but one cause, pelagic seat- 
ing, or indiscriminate killing of females 
wtiile feeding, or while migrating. 
Three-fourths of the seals killed in 
Behring sea are nursing females. As 
each of these is also pregnant, the death 
of one means the starvation of her pup, 
lefton islands while the mother is feeding, 
and also the death of the unborn young. 
Pelagic sealing as an industry is waste- 
ful in the highest degree. It has already 
cut its own throat, for neither in Beh- 
ring sea nor off the Japan coast will the 
pelagic catch this year pay expenses. 
The commissioner expresses the opinion 
that a way will open to an amicable, 
honorable and satisfactory settlement of 
this question, along the only lines pos- 
sible. 



TWO DAYS AHEAD OF TlSIE. 

Fast Passage of the Pacific Mail Liner 
" China." 

San Francisco, Sept. .10.— The Pacific 
Mail steamship China arrived to-day 
from Hong Kong and Yokohama two 
days ahead of time, breaking the trans- 
pacific record between Yokohama and 
San Francisco and lowering the record 
of the steamers of all lines between San 
Francisco and Honolulu two hours. The 
run to Honolulu from Yokohama was 
made in five days ten hours and ton 
minutes or two hours under the record. 
From Honolulu to this city the time was 
five days, eight hours, 29 minutes— two 
hours under record. 

SALMON VESSEL WRECKED. 

A Bark Loaded With n Cargo From Alaska 
Becomes a Total Loss. 

Seattle, Sept. 30.— A special from 
Port Townsond to the Post-Tntelligencer 
says the steamer Afogmil; arrived there 
late to-night with the officers and crew 
of the bark Borland, which wos wrecked 
on Tugadek island on September 10 and 
was a total loss. The cargo, consisting 
of a thousand cases of salmon, went 
down with the vessel. The accident 
occurred during a fog late at night.

Mr. Evanturel Likely to Be Speaker of the 
Legislature. 

Toronto, Sept. 30.— Mr. Evanturel, 
M. P. P., is one ot the candidates for 
the vacant post of speaker of the Onta- 
rio legislature, and it is now said to be 
pretty well settled that that eloquent 
Frenchman will take the position held 
last session by the late Hon. W, D. Bal- 
four.

KINGSTON'S POSTMASTERSHIP. 

Alexander Gunn, ex-M. P., Appointed— Al- 
most as Oltl as the Superannu- 
ated OHlcial. 

Kingston, Sept. 30. — Alexander Gunn, 
ex-M. P., who in 1878 defeated Sir John 
Macdonald, and later laid low Senator 
Sullivan, but who was since de- 
fected by Sir John and Mr. J. 
H. Metcalfe, has been made post- 
master here. He succeeds James Shan- 
non, who tilled the office for over a 
dozen years and who asked the Powell 
administration for superannuation. 
This is now granted. Mr. Gun is almost 
us old as the superannuated official. In 
recent years he has suffered much fin- 
ancial loss. 
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C. P. R. Officials Claim That the 
Diiliculty Is Only Temporary 
—Vacancies Filled. 



The Trains Delayed— A Sympathetic 
Movement on the Grand 
Trunk Reported. 



Toronto, Sept. 30.— (Special) — The 
telegraphers' strike continues and causes 
the C.P.R. oflicials much anxiety. They 
claim, however, that it has proved a 
failure and will be over in a day or two 
and threaten to proceed against the 
leaders in the criminal courts. There is 
some talk here this morning 'of a sym- 
pathetic strike on the part of the Grand 
Trunk telegraphers, and the oflicials of 
that road are decidedly uneasy on the 
subject. There will be a meeting at 
Toronto Junction of members of various 
other railway organizations to determine 
if any course shall be recommended to 
headquarters, at Montreal. There is 
supposed to be some danger of the 
switchmen and brakemen going out, but 
none of the conductors and engineers, 
who manifest little or no sympathy with 
the telegraphers, who have also an 
agreement for several years with the 
company. 

T. M. Pierson, assistant general chief 
of the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, 
has issued in Montreal a long statement 
concerning the grievances of the dis- 
patchers and their unsuccessful efforts to 
secure redress. Under pay and over 
work are the chief elements in the griev- 
ances. He claimed last night that all 
the dispatchers between St. John, N.B., 
and Vancouver were out. An accident 
at Norwood is attributed to inexperi- 
enced dispatchers, and Mr. Pierson 
claims that two trains met fii.ee to face 
on the track at Windsor station, Mon- 
treal, and narrowly escaped a bad acci- 
dent through ttie same reason. This, 
however, is emphatically- denied by 
Assistant Superintendent Tait. All the 
vacancies by the strikers have been filled 
by other men. 

Superintendent Leonard this morning 
said that of 03 regular hands between 
Toronto and Windsor and Owen Sound 
only seven are out, and a similar pro- 
portion between here and Montreal. 
Freight trains are tied up here and 
there and to passenger trains there is 
some delay, but otherwise there is no 
particular result by the strike. 

Winnipeg, Sept. 30. — (Special) — There 
is very little to report in the strike situ- 
ation here. The men are still out, but 
"the passenger trainH are running. To- 
night's Pacific express is some hours 
late. The first delay to through trains 
is on this division. 

Vancouver, Sept. 30. -j« (Special) — 
There is no change in the strike situa- 
tion here. Those spoken to in other 
branches of the service say that gener- 
ally speaking there is sympathy among 
the employes for the strikers. It is ru- 
mored that if the strike is prolonged 
other brotherhoods will assist but no 
action has been taken as yet. Men 
have been sent up the line by 
the company to prevent any possible 
interference with the wires. Yesterday's 
train arrived at 2 :30 this morning; to- 
day's train is also late. The C.P.R. 
officials state that all the chief despatch- 
es botween Winnipeg and the Coast are 
working. The head oflicials here have 
nothing to say. 

A meeting of the members of the vari- 
ous railroad brotherhood at Kamloops 
to-day passed resolutions of sympathy 
with the strikers. One freight each way 
went through to-day.

Mining Brokem. 
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How She Went Aground — Further 
Details of the Disaster— A 
Noble Fight. 



Fears That She lias Made Her Last 
Voyage— Existing Conditions 
Detailed. 



Port Townsend, Sept. 30.— At the 
time of the grounding of die Umntill 
but few of the passengers were awake 
• and no excitement followed. The fatal 
rock was struck by the tug Sea Lion tw 
years ago, and was afterwards named tb 
J. B. Libby rouk. At low tide it is cover 
ed with nine feet of water. It is sharp 
jagged and just the shape to rip a fright 
ful bole in the bottom of a vessel so un 
fortunate as to collide with it. The Uma 
tilla was running at half speed and witl 
a bright, cautious lookout forward, 
terrible, deep, rumbling, grinding nois 
followed as plate after phito was bein 
torn off. In an instant the engines wer 
(reversed in response to the pilot's sig 
nals. The damage was done. Nearly 
eighteen feet of the keel bad been car 
ried away, and a dozen other plates 
loosened. 

Rapid action and a calm judgment 
was the essential element required to 
save the vessel from foundering, and the 
pilot and Captain Hunter were equal to 
the emergency. Bung went the gong, 
and the jingle of the bell was the signal 
for the steamship to go ahead at full 
•speed. She rounded to majestically and 
was beaded to the east up along the 
shore to Point Wilson. It was a race 
between the inrushing waves and the 
ability of the engineers and firemen to 
keep the engines going. Slowly anil 
steadily the water boiled through the 
bole, and right loudly did the big whistle 
of the steamship cry for assistance. The 
pilot and captain calmly calculated the 
time required to reach Port Townsend 
harbor. 

The firemen required no urging to 
stand by their post of danger, away 
down in the hold of the steamer, thirty 
feet below the saloon .deck, where the 
water was steadily rising and' submerg- 
ing the fuel in the bunkers. The engines 
worked aB they never worked before, 
and Engineer Lacy threw the throttles 
wide open. The steamer shivered from 
stem to stern, and the passengers came 
tumbling out of their berths, and what 
little excitement that did prevail was 
quickly calmed by the purser, freight 
clerks and stewards. The water eoniin 
ued to rise in the engine room and was 
knee deep. Word was sent to the pilot 
and captain on the bridge that with 
five minutes the fires would be quenche 
Quick aB lightning the helm was thrown 
hard over and the Bteamer headed for 
shore. 

Then the firemen came tumbling up 
out of the furnace rooms. The water had 
put out the tires and the speed of the 
vessel was rapidly declining. It was a 
problem of doubt whether the steamer 
would reach shore or go down into the 
deptliH of the Straits. Odieers and crew 
stood ready to lower the boats. The 
Bbore was hidden by a dense embank- 
ment of black fog. Slowly the big 
steamship surged toward the shore, us 
though she lealized that the engines had 
made a noble fight to save her from a 
resting place at the bottom of the sea. 

Head on, not fifty feet from where the 
British ship Kilhrannan, on the morning 
of February 5. went ashore, the Umatilla 
struck the "beach abreast of the digbt- 
house on Point Wilson, and that mo- 
ment the engines turned the propeller 
for the last time. Never did a set of 
■officers and crew su gladly weJcome a 
disaster as they did to have the vessel 
restine firmly on the beach. The bow 
was amonv the rocks, the keel rested on 
■ the sandy bottom, the sea was smooth, 
and the Umatilla settled down in her 
bed, to remain perhaps forever, though 
it is hoped not. 

The passengers were gi-ven an oppor- 
tunity to land in the ship's boats if they 
so desired, hut moBt of them declined 
after being assured by Capt. Hunter 
that they were in no danger in remain- 
ing on hoard, ft was 1 o'clock in the 
morning. A messenger quickly brought 
the news to Fort Townsend and assist- 
ance was requested. 

At 8 o'clock the steamer Angeles, with 
a barge in tow, went down to the steamer 
and removed all of the baggage and most 
of the perishable freight. The passen- 
gers were landed in Port Townsend. 
They praised Capt. Hunter and Pilot 
Lloyd for their coolness and seamanship. 

Shortly before noon the Angeles made 
;a second" trip. The tide was rapidly -ris- 
ing. The lower hold was filled ami the 
'between-decks forward of the engine- 
,room was nearly half full. The high 
tide reached over three feet above the 
• dining-room tables and submerged the 
deadlights. The apartments occupied 
■by the steerage passengers and the fore- 
castle were entirely submerged, and an 
assortment of bedding, valises and per- 
sonal eU'eets were iloating around in the 
water. 

It is impossible to ascertain the exact 
condition of the steamer's keel, and 
though a diver arrived from Seattle this 
afternoon, be will not be able to make a 
thorough examination before to-morrow 
orneUday. The officers say, however, 
that fully sixteen feet, if not more, of 
;tfie keel is torn oil', and that in all prob- 
ability other damage wa3 sustained. 

The Umatilla lies with her bow on the 
.beach, abreast of the lighthouse, the 
After end of the steamer pointing down 
the straits toward Cape Flattery, direct- 
ly in the path of a westerly gale and in a 
position where any sort of an ocean 
swell would tear he"r to pieces. Added 
to the danger, it must be taken into con- 
sideration that this week is the precise 
time of year w hen the autumn equinoc- 
tial gales are almost certain to ctsjur. 
The gnl«s, though generaJJy brief in dur- 
ation, are usually sharp and severe, and 
should they occur, the fate of the Uma- 
tilla is sealed. The only hope now of 
saving the big steamer is that the divers 
may lie able to patch up t he apertures 
in her bottom sufficiently for her to reach 
a dry dock, and it will take quick work 
to enable her to do that, too. 

The steamship Walla Walla, of the 
same line, took several of the crJ\v on 
board when she sailed for San Francisco. 
The officers and agents of the vessels are 
averse to being interviewed, and decline 
to express an opinion regarding the pro- 
bability of her getting olf the rocks nnd 
being repaired. It ia evident by the

seriousness of their actions ns well as 
their conversation in private that they 
fear the worst, and some of them have 
Already expressed a belief that the 
Umatilla haH made her last voyage. 

Late this evening Filot Lloyd came 
ashore and denied that the vessel struck 
the Libby rock. Where she first struck, 
be says, was the extension of a rocky 
submerged peninsula extending out 
from Riley's place inside of the buoy. 
She began to fill and the engines were 
reversed, which carried her off shore. 
She was headed for Port Townsend, 
when it became apparent that she could 
not reach port, and then it was quickly 
decided to beach her. There was eight 
feet of water in the fire room. Capt. 
Joyd would volunteer no further state- 
ment. Capt. Hunter is staying by the 
ship. Eight men were on watch when 
the vessel first struck, and all of them 
aver that the fog whistle at Point Wilson 
was not blowing. 

Seattle, Sept. 30. — Several passengers 
rom the Umatilla arrived here at ti 
o'clock yesterday afternoon on the 
teamer Kosalte. Miss B. R. Cheesman, 
f 332 Second avenue north, said the 
wreck and saving; of the passengers and 
'uggage was accomplished as quickly and 
uietly as though Captain Hunter bad 
one nothing but manage wrecks since 
he bad been in the service. " Why," 
said Miss Cheesman, laughing, " some 
f the passengers did not even know 
there had been a wreck until told of it 
next morning when cofl'ee was served. 
Everyone was so sound asleep at that 
time in the morning it is no wonder some 
"ailed to awake. We left Victoria shortly 
iter 1 o'clock in the morning and all 
retired. Our stateroom was in the 
middle of the boat and almost over the 
point struck. We were awakened by a 
tdien jar and a crunching noise. It 
sounded just as though some huge rock 
with a sharp point had struck the ves- 
sel's aide and broken through. There 
was shouting on deck, and almost imtne- 
iately another another great jar shook 
the steamer. 

This, we learned afterwards, was 
caused by the reversing of the engines. 
Capt. Hunter's voice could he dlstin- 
uished giving quick orders, and with- 
in five minutes after the first shock 
the boat's prow bad been run upon 
the shore and we were safe. 
Had it not been for the energy and 
judgment of Capt. Hunter in giving or- 
ders and of the engineer in obeying 
uickly, we should have gone down al- 
most immediately, for the water poured 
through the bole with a rush. The en- 
er had the foresight to open the 
team valves, for had they been struck by 
he cold water an explosion would have 
:en caused. The passengers did not he- 
me greatly excited. They hardly had 
imc to scream before they were 
safe. Capt. Hunter's calmness 
.spired ali, This was at low tide, 
no the work of removing lugg.ige 
nd freight was carried on as rapidly as 
possible. As soon as it was light coffee 
was served in the dining room, and the 
passengers who were asleep were awak- 
ned. One ludy said to me, ' I wonder 
hat is the matter. The stewardess has 
1st awakened me.' When told of the 
wreck you may imagine her astonish- 
lent." 

The Umatilla is owned by the Oregon 
mprovement Company and leased to 
Pacific Coast Steamship Company, 
nd is worth about $200,000, fully cover- 
1 bv insurance in Sim Francisco.

A CONTRAST. 

The people of the Dominion are be- 
ginning to see what Mr. Laurier means 
by that sweet phrase " the sunny ways 
of patriotism." He has been for some 
time trying the ellect of those ways on' 
the members of the government of Man- 
itoba and, as far as some of them are 
concerned, he has been eminently suc- 
cessful. It is evident now that when the 
sunniness is extracted from those ways 
and they are described i.n plain English 
Mr. Laurier's pet phrase must be trans- 
lated "bribery and corruption." 

Is this rendering justifiable? Let us 
see. When Mr. Laurier wanted to bring 
the Manitoba Government to terms what 
did he do? There was a vacant seat in 
the Cabinet. It is admitted that a repre- 
sentative of a Western province should 
fill that seat. But the appointment was 
not made. The Government of Mani- 
toba was approached in order to find 
out what could be done towards satis- 
factorily settling the school question. 
One member of that Government after 
another went to Ottawa. Mr. Joseph 
Martin journeyed to the Capital 
of the Dominion. Still no progress 
appears to have been made 
in the settlement of the greatly vexed 
question.

However, whenever there nre 
two or more tenderers for the same price 
I think that it is only fair that our 
friends should get the preference, and in 
such cases I leave it with the member of 
the county for which the .expenditure is 
to be made, or for our defeated friend in 
that county, as the case may be, to decide 
as to who shall get the contract. In the 
present instance, tenders were asked for 
the supply of coal for some two hundred 
Government establishments throughout 
the province, and the rule above refer- 
red to was strictly observed. However, 
a letter addressed to Messrs. Lebrecque 
& Oousineau, to the same effect as the 
one referred to by the Libre Parole, and 
the writer of which I will make known 
if necessary, shows that some of our 
friends have evidently made use of the 
partial patronage left in their hands to 
try and traffic on Government contracts. 
Such conduct I must denounce in the 
most emphatic manner possible, and I 
request the public to bring to 
my notice any such act of which they 
may become aware."

Then for several years its number 
will grow less until the last straggler has 
passed, when it will continue to sweep 
on its course and return to us again after 
a third of a century haselapsed. 

Our readers may look out with cer- 
tainty for a grand display of fireworks 
in November. Nature is punctual ; she 
is always on time, and what she pro- 
mises she is certain to perform.

cept a favored few knew. Still the ap- 
pointment was not announced. The De- 
partment of the Interior remained with- 
out a head. The talk about an amicable 
settlement was still kept up. By and by 
it was rumored that Mr. Joseph Martin, 
who was at that time in Ottawa, was 
offered the refusal of a judgeship in Brit- 
ish Columbia. This was sunny enough, 
but no appointment was made 
Manitoba question remained unsettled. 
Then there came West a faint rumor 
that Manitoba is to receive a gift of pub- 
lic lands. ISut the Cabinet remains in- 
complete. 

What do all these offers mean? Why 
are they made? Are they not plainly so 
many bids to secure the consent of the 
Manitoba Government to terms of set- 
tlement satisfactory to Mr. Laurier and 
to those on whose support Mr. Laurier's 
retention of power depends? There is 
scarcely an attempt to disguise the na- 
ture of the negotiations between the 
Dominion Government and the Mani- 
toba men of influence. The whole busi- 

. hess has become a matter of bargain and 
sale, and British Columbia is required 
to pay part of the price. British Col- 
umbia, which has as good a right to a 
seat in the Cabinet as Manitoba, is to be 
drawn upon to provide a sop for a (lis 
gruntled and a troublesome Manitoba 
politician. 

And this is the " sunny way " which 
was deemed preferable to the constitu- 
tional manner of settling the Manitoba 
Bchool question adopted by the Conserva- 
tive Government. When the question 
was forced upon that Government every 
step they took towards its settlement 
was a legitimate one. They attempted to 
settle it amicably but they made no 
offers to Manitoba public men. They 
submitted terms of settlement to' the 
Government and the Legislature of Man- 
itoba in atrict accordance with the judg- 
ment of the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council. When those terms were 
rejected the Conservative Government, 
as the Constitution provides, referred 
the question for decision to the repre- 
sentatives of the people of the whole 
Dominion. Mr. Laurier and his follow- 
ers would not permit Parliament lo 

settle the question in the way which

CELESTIA L TRAMPS." 



What is more erratic in its course and 
more uncertain in its appearance than a 
I shooting star'.' It might be supposed 
that no one can tell anything about the 
; movements of these meteors. They 
come with a (lash, they shoot across a 
I section of the heavens and then disap- 
1 pear. Where they come from and what 
1 becomes of them is known to very few 
| indeed. Yet the movements of these 
wanderers in space are subject to law, 
ami astronomers can tell us when we 
may expect to see them in unusual num- 
bers. They inform us that " we are now 
nearing tha great meteoric orbit and 
very soon there will appear in the 
heavens great numbers of the 
j sparkling shooting stars, blazing 
into dissolution from the heat caused by 
J friction with the earth's atmosphere." 
| In November the earth will cross an im- 
mense stream of these meteors, and tiie 
sky will be enlivened and illuminated 
by great numbers of these chips of other 
worlds. It is known when the earth 
will meet this stream, how long it will re- 
main in it, and when it will emerge from 
it. It maybe that in its passage through 
this stream of meteors some of them 
may not be entirely consumed in their 
course through the earth's atmosphere, 
but may strike it, bo buried in it, and 
remain objects of wonder to the scientific 
as well as the simple among the sons and 
daughters of men. 

The writer of a very interesting paper 
in the New York Herald on these " celes- 
tial tramps," says: 

The amateur as well as the profession- 
al astronomer can observe the motion, 
direction and number of these celestial 
tramps, whoso advance guard is now 
nearing uh. Nightly, as we more close- 
ly approach the " grade crossing," where 
the track of the earth and the track of 
the meteors intersect, wo can expect to 
see the bright specks of comets in our 
tipper atmosphere in increasing num- 
bers and may look out for actual col- 
lisions ; but these bodies, nearly always 
of infinitesimal size, composed of ma- 
terial similar to that found in the earth,

Poor Heyman ! " was the sympa- 
thetic remark everywhere heard in Naval 
circles yesterday afternoon and evening 
in regard to the lirst lieutenant of H. M - 
atellito who, with six members of 
the ship's company, met his death in 
Dutch Harbor, Ounalaska, on the 4th 
nit. , while attempting a heroic rescue. 

was not until yesterday morning 
when the steamship City of Topeka ar- 
rived from the North, that the lirst news 
the sad accident was received 
), and even yet particulars 
seem very meagre. An official 
report was supposed to have been 
brought down on the Topeka to Ad- 
miral Palliser, but up to a late hour 
yesterday this had not been received, 
uid apart from it there appears to be 
no way of learning the names of the 
unfortunates who perished with Lieut. 
Heyman in his gallanteH'ort to save life. 
The story of the loss of the men is told 
in different ways, and, as to the num- 
ber drowned there is also, doubt. Two 
petty officers belonging to the ship, 
Inch was lying a quarter of 
mile from shore, were out 
fishing on the morning of the memora- 
ble 4th. The day broke clear 'and calm, 
and there was no indication whatever of 
heavy wind. While they were out, 
however, clouds began. to come up and 
hirling gusts of wind chased each 
other across the harbor. When night 
fell these gusts had begun to assume the 
proportions of a hurricane, and soon a 
ild storm was tossing the water and 
ling it up as snow is drifted on a level 
ain. 

Fearing for the safety of the fishermen 
Lieut. Heyman and either five or seven 
men — the reports differ in this purticu- 
• — lowered from the cruiser a large 
tiding boat and started in it in search 
those who were in jeopardy. Waves 
were at this time being thrown fifteen 
and twenty feet in the air, and the roar 
" the huge breakers was deafening. The 
large boat was tossed like a cork 
and it soon became evident that the 
rescuers would require to be rescued. A 
buoy with a light was next lowered from 
the Satellite, and as the wind caught it 
and carried it in the direction of the 
boat it was paid out by a long line. It 
wits hoped that the two sailors seeing the 
light could reach the buoy and haul 
themselves in by the rope. This proved 
futile and no further steps could be 
taken until daylight came and there 
was calmer water. At daylight the men 
from the cruiser found the large 
boat high and dry on the beach, bottom 
up. Only one of the eight who had left 
the vessel was able to swim ashore. 
One report has it that the men in the 
small boat were also safe ashore, but 
another version of the story is that they 
were picked up by the Lieutenant anil 
afterwards that all were lost but the one. 

Lieut. Heyman was a young unmar- 
ried man, not over 95 years of age. He 
has been a lieutenant for eleven years, 
and during his short stay in Esquimalt 
made many friends in the city.

NORTH WARP SCHOOL. 

The Clerk of Works and Mr. Elfcrti Give 
Evidence Before the Special 
Committee. 

The investigation into the defects of 
tin; North Ward school was continued 
last night by the special committee "of 
the city council. 

Mr. .FaiiieH Gray, whose evidence was 
not finished at the last meeting, was put 
through a series of questions on the 
plans and specifications. He had, he 
said, called the attention of the archi- 
tect to the fact that the diagonal traces 
of the roof truss wore not bolted down to 
the girders. When his duties as cleric of 
the works ceased the lloors were all laid 
with the exception of the assembly 
room 'lloor and on leaving he had 
given the architect a memorandum of 
things he considered should. ho done. 
He had always attended regularly to his 
duties as clerk of works. Up to the time 
lie left he had never seen any serious 
omissions in the work. 

Mr. Northcott, building inspector, 
having been recalled, was questioned 
with a view to making clear some points 
dealt with in liiB previous examination, 
and then Mr. J. P. Elford, of El ford & 
Smith, the contractors for the building, 
was examined. 

Mr. Elford, on being shown the speci- 
fications, stated that they were the ones 
that were kept in Mr. Smile's office, 
but not the copy used at the building. 
In his opinion the assembly hall was 
strongly built, us -10 tons of slate for the 
roof were piled on the floor at one time 
while the building was in progress. The 
diagonal braces as shown on the plan 
could not be strapped to the lloor beams. 
He was not shown any remedy for this 
and it whb not his place to suggest one 
to the architect. Mr. Senile had found 
no fault with the roof, although it. had 
stood open for weeks so that he could 
have seen if anything had been wrong. 

Mr. Elford had not .finished his evi- 
dence when the meeting adjourned. 

The committee meet again on Wed- 
nesday afternoon at <i o'clock. 



RT. HON. MR. CHAMBERLAIN 

Sails For England-Sensational Story Con 
nected With His Visit-Tynan, Ivory 
and Others Concerned. 

New York, Sept. 30.— Right Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain, British colonial 
secretary, and his wife, sailed for Eur- 
ope to-day. 

Salem, Mass., Sept. 30.— The News 
this afternoon publishes a story with 
reference to the visit of Mr. Chamber- 
lain which has created a sen- 
sation. It is said that Mr. Cham- 
berlain's visit to this country was 
largely due to the discovery hv Scotland 
Yard detectives of the dynamite plot in 
which Tynan, Ivory and "others are al- 
leged to be implicated. It will he re- 
membered that the announcement by 
the police of their discovery was made 
after Secretary Chamberlain left Eng- 
land. The News states that a few days 
after Secretary Chamberlain's arrival 
at Danvers, two detectives entered 
on their duties at the home 
of Mrs. Endicott, Secretary Cham- 
berlain's mother-in-law, guarding 
the premises day and night and accom- 
panying Mr. Chamberlain wherever he 
went. It. was said that this was the re- 
sult of the discovery that a man had 
been seen prowling about the holise at 
night, but one of the members of the 
Endicott family in conversation with a 
reporter, said the detectives employed to 
watch the mansion were men supplied 
by the U. S. Secret Service department 
and were sent to Danvers on informa- 
tion received at headquarters at Wash- 
ington. 



THAT TERRIBLE HURRICANE. 

Forty Lives Lost in Jacksonville, Florida- 
Each Report Worse Than Its 
Predecessor. 

Savannah, Sept. 30. — The hurricane 
which swept over Savannah yesterday 
afternoon cost nearly a dozen lives and 
entailed a lo_ssof nearly $1,000,000. Each 
report that is received is worse than its 
predecessor. It was thought that only 
one death would be caused by the storm, 
But the number has reached eleven with 
many injured. 

New Orleans, Sept. 30. — A disas- 
trous hurricane has visited Jacksonville, 
Fla., and forty lives have been lost. Tele- 
graphic communication is practically cut 
off.

THE GREAT ANACONDA. 

The Rothschilds and Their Associates to 
Buy Out the Entire Mining 
Enterprise. 

New York, .Sept. 30. — The Evening 
World says : " Private cable dispatches 
say that Hamilton .Smith, agent of the 
Exploration company of London, which 
has within eighteen months purchased 
500.U00 shares of the Anaconda Mining 
Company, whose properties are in Mon- 
tana, is on his way to this country 
again. Mr. Smith's mission is 
said to be to close a deal whereby 
the Exploration company (really the 
Rothschilds) is to acquire the remaining 
stock of 500,000 shares in the Anaconda 
company, upon which there was given 
an option. Marcus Daly, managing di- 
rector of the Anaconda company, is ex- 
pected to reach New York to-morrow. 
J. H. Kibbon, one of tho largest holders 
of the stock, is also expected here soon 
from Hot Springs. The English capital- 
ists whom Smith represents are said to 
hold option upon the Homestake mine 
and other properties in the Black Hills.

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Professor D'Arcy Thompson of the 
British Commission Returns 
From Investigation. 

A Closer Inspection of the Rookeries 
Made This Time Thau 
Ever Before. 



Among the passengers who came from 
Alaska by the City of Topeka yesterday 
if as Professor D'Arcy \V. Thompson, one 
of the agents appointed by the Imperial 
government to investigate seal life in 
Bearing sea and gather facts and statis- 
tics as to whether the fur seal were or 
were not diminishing in numbers under 
the present modes of pursuing the Beal- 
ing industry. Professor Thompson with 
the other Iui penal agent, Mr, Barrett 
Hamilton, and Mr. Macoun, the agent 
appointed by the Dominion government, 
left Victoria last June in company with 
the American commissioners. 

While very willing lo give what in- 
formation he could as to his trip, Pro- 
fessor D'Arcy Thompson remarked that 
he necessarily could not make public 
the statistics he had gathered nor the 
conclusions he had come to through hi 
investigations, as lie was in duty bourn 
to reserve these for his report to the Im- 
perial government. The draft of this 
report he had already prepared. 

" I arrived at the Pribyloff islands on 
July 8 and left thereon Septembers,' 
he said, " having spent the whole two 
months on the islands, with the excep- 
tion of a visit I paid, in company with 
Dr. David Stair Jordan, president of the 
American commission, to the Command- 
er islands, on hoard II. M.S. Satellite. I 
returned home by way of Sitka, going 
there from Ounalaska on the U. S. cut 
ter Rush together with Dr. Jordan and 
Mr. F. A. Lucas, of the American com- 
mission. Mr. Barrett Hamilton, the 
other Imperial agent, who spent the 
greater part of the season on the Com- 
mander islands, and Mr. Macoun, the 
agent appointed by the Dominion gov- 
ernment; Col. Murray, of the American 
commission, and Mr. Clarke, secretary of 
the American commission, remain on the 
islands in order to complete tiie count of 
dead pups in the early days of October. 
Both the British and American agents 
believe that they have been able to 
make a closer inspection of the rookeries 
than had been made by any previous in 
speetors. They have obtained an ap- 
proximately accurate census of the 
breeding females on St. Paul and St 
George islands as well as of the living 
pups now upon the rookeries and the 
pups that died from natural causes in 
the early part of the season 

" When these facts are taken together 
with the information collected by Mr. 
Halkett, who has spent the summer on 
board the sealing schooner Dora 
Steward, on behalf of the Dominion gov 
ernment, and with the information col 
lected on various minor points 
by the British and American agents, 
it is to be hoped that few 
questions of fact regarding the numbers 
and circumstances of the seal herds will 
remain in dispute." 

Professor D'Arcy Thompson speakB in 
warm terms of the helpful co-operation 
of the American commissioners and of 
the amicable relations between them 
and the British commissioners. He ex- 
pects to remain a few days in Victoria, 
and may perhaps visit Barclay Sound, 
where he has a relative, before returning 
home. 

Professor David Starr Jordan, presi 
dent of Stanford University and head of 
the American commission, also returned 
by the Topeka. He did not stop over in 
Victoria but went on with the steamer, 
being anxious to reach San Fran- 
cisco as soon as possible. Like Profes 
sor D'Arcy Thompson, lie had 
to be careful to reserve the results 
of his investigations for his report to his 
government. He had not, however, 
found that the seal herds were decreas- 
ing as rapidly as had been Reported, and 
he believed that some amicable arrange- 
ment would be reached for the protec- 
tion of the fur seals. His idea was that 
a commission would meet in Europe and 
that he and the British and America 
agents who have this year been makin 
investigations in Behring sea will be 
called upon as expert witnesses. He 
said, too, that he had noticed a few seal 
coining ashore at the Pribyloff islands 
wounded by shot, and that he had the 
skins in his possession. 

As to the Behring sea catch for 18E 
all information would indicate that it is 
to be the shortest on record, the logbook 
of the patrol cutter Richard Rush show- 
ing the catches to have been, when the 
vessels were spoken on the dates men- 
tioned, as follows :

A Port Townsend dispatch says that

MARINE NOTES. 

Karly yesterday morning the steamer 
Maude" returned from the West Coast, 
having experienced fog everywhere she 
went. On her trip outward she spoke 
the schooner Morrill of Seattle, just re- 
turning Irom a sealing cruise off the 
coast of Japan and in Behring Sea, with 
a catch of 900 skins. The steamer's pas- 
sengers included twenty-three Chinamen 
who spent the summer months in idle- 
ness at the Nootka cannery, which is 
now closed with a total pack of about 
100 cases, having been almost an utter 
failure. Here cabin passengers were 
Mrs. Mutiro, Mrs. Linkivitch, G. Hall, 
A. Anderson, Mrs. McDougall and fam- 
ily, Mis. Baker, J. W. Irwin, A. Young 
and Miss Blackstaff. 

It requires no effort of the imagination 
to discern where shipping interests prin- 
cipally lay this month, for the lleet of 
ocean carriers gathered about the outer 
wharf has been ample evidence of the 
locality in which marine business has 
received the greatest attention. The 
entries and clearances of the port for 
September are as follows : Deep water, 
cleared 99, entered 111; coastwise, 
cleared 122, entered 102. 

As a result of the survey held on the 
steamship Chittagong in dock on Tues- 
day, the insurance people interested 
have decided to temporarily repair the 
ship. This can he done without remov- 
ing the cargo ami at comparatively little 
cost, as only the forefoot of the steamer 
has been damaged.

THE ECLIPSE EXPEDITION. 

Experiences of the Members as Detailed by 
One of Them. 

Oakland, Sept. 30. — From advices re- 
cently received from members of the 
Lick observatory eclipse expedition to 
Japan, it is anticipated that the party 
will arrive here on Friday next. Its 
home-coming is fraught with much in- 
terest, for several of its members met 
with thrilling adventures. Dr. G. F. 
Shury, Professor Schaebert and Louis 
Masten, while returning much disheart- 
ened from the station in northern Ja- 
pan selected for the observations that 
were never made, determined to climb to 
the snowy summit, 12,000 feet above sea- 
level, of Fujiyama, notwithstanding the 
ominous conditions that threatened a 
severe storm. "The ascent was not 
marked," writes Dr. Slimy, " by any 
extraordinary features until the snow 
line was well below us. The storm broke 
furiously upon us within a very short 
time afterwards. It was the most furi- 
ous that had beaten about the snow-clad 
mountain tops for many years. Bliz- 
zards rolled into tornadoes, swept the 
crags and we were nearly perished. For 
thirty-six hours we were storm-bound. 
Our food supply was exhausted ami we 
Buffered much. We searched for shelter 
and at the summit located a ramshackle 
lint which afforded a slight obstacle to 
the fiercest of the storms that raged 
about." 

The party was joined at Kobe by Prof. 
Burckhalter. Dr. Shury writes under 
date of September 3: 

" We left Gotinba a few days ago, after 
making the ascent of Fujiyama, with the 
intention of coming directly here, but 
with our limited knowledge of the Jap- 
anese and the station agent's less knowl- 
edge of English, we could not under- 
stand why he would not sell a ticket 
through to Kobe. He would only let us 
have one to Nagoyn, where we had lo 
stop over night. Then we could only 
get another ticket to Kyoto and at the 
latter place learned that the cause of our 
difficulty was due to the fact that the 
storm we had on Fujiyama, was one of 
the most severe ever known, so no 
through trains were run. Washouts 
along the route greatly delayed travel."

"West Indian Cyclone Unequalled for 
Its Intensity — Numerous Fa- 
talities in Georgia. 



Chicago, Sept. ISO. — Great dumnge to 
property and many accidents have re 
■ suited from the furious gale on the lake 
last night. The most serious accident 
in the port of Chicago occurred this 
morning when the schooner Seaman 
broke from her moorings in the slip at 
the foot of Randolph street, and while 
being hurled about by the storm, wreck 
ed and damaged a number of smaller 
craft. A number of men had a narrow 
escape, among them being captain Mo- 
Carry of the Seaman. Three or four 
sailors were thrown into the water and 
forced to battle for their lives. The list 
of crafts sunk or damaged by the wild 
race of the Seaman includes, a number 
of yachts and house boats. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Sept. 30.— Last 
night the wind readied a velocity of 30 
miles an hour in Milwaukee, blowing 
straight from the north. During the 
night the barometer dropped to 29.88, 
At 3 o'clock this morning the wind was 
blowing from the northwest at 20 miles 
an hour and the barometer stood at 
29. 46. 

The bark Sumatra, from Chicago with 
a load of railroad iron, foundered oil' the 
government pier this morning and four 
sailors were drowned. The captain, mate 
and cook were rescued by the life-saving 
crew. She was leaking all night; when 
she reached South Point bhe got in the 
trough of the sea, and in a short time 
her hatchway was washed overboard and 
sails carried away. The steamer sound- 
ed her whistle and the tug Simpson put 
out for the wreck. The sea was running 
high and great difficulty was experienc- 
ed in getting near the sinking barge. 
The life-saving crew worked hard, but 
were unable to save all the men on board 
the barge. 

Reading, Pa., Sept. 30. — At two 
o'clock this morning the cast house of 
the Temple furnace at Temple station, 
five miles above Reading, was blown 
down by the wind and nearly a dozen 
workmen were buried in the ruins by 
the heavy timberB. It was some time 
before they could be rescued. All are 
likely to die. 

Baltimore, Sept. 30. — A severe hurri- 
cane struck this city at midnight. 
Houses were unroofed, wires prostrated 
and windows smashed. The high wind 
forced the water in the harbor into the 
streets, and almost the entire northern 
water front is submerged. Several 
schooners, tied up to the Pratt street 
wharf, broke from their moorings and 
are resting in the middle of Pratt street. 
Lower floors of warehouses are flooded. 
The storm was accompanied by a heavy 
downpour of rain. 

Pittsburg, Sept. 30. — A terrible wind 
and rain storm broke over this section 
about two o'clock this morning, and for 
nearly three liourB raged with fierce in- 
tensity. The wind attained a velocity 
of 00 miles an hour, prostrating tele- 
phone and telegraph wires, entirely cut- 
ting off communication with the East, 
but otherwise, as far as known now, do- 
ing no serious damage. Heavy washouts 
are reported on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, east of Huntington, and all trams 
are from four to six hours late. Large 
forces of men have been sent out to clear 
the tracks. 

Savannah, Ga., Sept. 30.— The West 
Indian cyclone that swept over the city 
yesterday has hardly been equalled for 
intensity and destruction within the 
memory of those living here. The wind 
reached its highest velocity shortly after 
12 o'clock. The instrument at . the 
weather bureau registered 00 miles, then 
went to pieces. The barometer *ffiAxt to 
29. OS. It would go even below the record 
of 28.31, of 1893, had the storm continued 
longer. The blow was practically over 
within two hours, but for that time it 
raged with an intensity heretofore un- 
known. Tin roofs were rolled up every- 
where as if of tissue paper. There 
must have been hundreds of tons 
of tin rolled up on the roofs 
of Savannah. Bricks and wires tell 
everywhere, hundreds of roofs being 
totally demolished. It is impossible to 
enumerate the buildings unroofed or par- 
tially destroyed. Shattered trees covered 
every street and these, with the hundreds 
of fallen wires, made the streets impass- 
able for hours. The total damage is esti- 
mated at $700,000 to $1,000,000 in Savan- 
nah and Chatham counties. The list of 
known fatalities is about nine in or near 
the city. There has been no way of 
reaching the island near the coast, where 
it is likely the fatalities number hun- 
dreds. 

HEIR TO AN EARLDOM. 

Claims of a Photographer at Cincinnati, O. 

Cincinnati, O., Sept. 30. — John Lee 
Spohn, a photographer here, claims to 
be the fifth Earl of Ludlow, Viscount 
Preston and Baron of Ludlow, of Ard- 
palia of the peerage of Ireland and Baron 
Ludlow in that of the United Kingdom. 
To-day his brother left here for Shrop- 
shire,'Wales, to claim the rights and 
titles of the elde r brother. John Lee. 
Spohn is poor, but his brother, VV. H. 
Spohn, who lives at Hamilton, Out., is 
wealthy and has corresponded with 
English attorneys until lie is satisfied 
he can establish his elder brother's title 
by lineal descent. The estate embraces 
Shropshire county, Wales, and is valued 
at $20,000,000. The earldom has been 
extinct since 18-12. W. H. Spohn has 
secured the old manuscript of the family 
tree. He has numerous relics of the hist 
recognized earl, who died in 1810. The 
title and estate then descended to t he 
earl's uncle, John G. Ludlow, the earl 
dying without issue. His uncle was 
dead and the uncle's son, Peter R. Lud- 
low, lived at Albany, N;Y„ and from 
there went to Hamilton, Ont., where he 
died two months after reaching the place. 
His only child, a daughter, being poor, 
made no claim. Her eldest son is John 
Leo Spohn, who. is now making the 
claim. John Lee Spohn married Miss 
Lastor.

THE WAR E AGILE DEAL. 

Interesting Interview With an American 
Mining Expert Who is High in His 
Appreciation of B. C. Mines. 

Seattle, Sept. 30.— 3. F. Sliiuibut, 
whose home is in this city, has spent a 
considerable part of the last three years 
in England placing mining properties. 
He reports tiiat American investments 
are not in favor in that country on ac- 
count of the laxness of the laws, and 
contrasting the situation upon the 
Washington and British Columbia sides 
of the line, says : " Rossland has a pop- 
ulation of 7.UU0, and order is preserved 
by two peace officers, one of whom is 
also recorder for the district. Take an 
American mining town of the same size 
and it would bo filled with gamblers, 
thieves and thugs. The miners are con- 
stantly striking, and when they*demand 
an advance in wages they resort to all 
sorts of outrages to carry their point. 
It takes both police and soldiers to keep 
the peace. We must have better pro- 
tection for life and property in the Am- 
erican mines before the English capital- 
ists will lie anxious to invest in them. 

" The attention of the speculative peo- 
ple in London has been directed to 
British Columbia, and the tide is now 
strongly flowing in that direction. Min- 
ing experts and engineers have been 
sent over to examine and report on min- 
ing properties that have been presented, 
and they are in the Held by scores. 
While the developed properties are re- 
ceiving the greater amount of attention, 
those that give promise o f becoming im- 
mediate producers are by no means over- 
looked. 

''The War Eagle has been sold toa man 
who never heard of the mines of British 
Columbia until last December. I have 
reference to Mr. Frederick W. North, 
who is now in Rossland, and who has 
been accorded every opportunity of* 
aminiug the mines, and he expresses 
himself in the strongest terms regarding 
the developed and undeveloped proper- 
ties. He thinks that while the district 
has a number of big producers at pre- 
sent, the number will be greatly aug- 
mented before many months. 

" The lirst time that Mr. North ever 
heard of British Columbia mines hap- 
pened in this wise : You remember E, 
W. Tingle, who formerly conducted the 
Morning Journal in this city. At pres- 
sent he is American consul at Bruns- 
wick, Germany. In December last 
Consul Tingle, accompanied by several 
German friends, paid me a visit in 
London ami we had a few very pleasant 
days together, talking about Seattle and 
Washington generally. 

" Shortly after Mr. Tingle returned to 
Brunswick he wrote me a letter, enclos- 
ing another from H. L. Frank, one of 
the principal owners of the War Eagle 
mine. In this latter epistle Mr. Frank 
asked Mr. Tingle if he could place the 
War Fagle mine in Germany for .•(1,000,- 
000. It was not possible to do anything 
in Germany, and Mr. Tingle wanted to 
know if 1 could handle the property in 
London. I took Mr. Frank's letter and 
showed it to Mr. North, who at once be- 
came interested and asked me if I had 
an option on the property. He said 
he would purchase it. I told him I did 
not, but would at once endeavor to se- 
cure one. 1 at once cabled Consul Tin- 
gle and informed him that I could place 
the property at the price named upon 
the receipt of a guaranty that the pro- 
perty would be delivered, providing the 
expert sent from London would verify 
the statements as to the value, etc., of 
the property made by Mr, Frank in bis 
letter. 

" It seems, however, that before Mr. 
Frank could meet his partners in the 
mine and Eecure the necessary bond a 
deal had been entered into with D C. 
Corbin, president of the Spokane A 
Northern railway, whereby he obtained 
a three months' option at the same 
price that I had the property for. Mr. 
Corbin succeeded later in "selling the 
property in London to the same people 
that I had been negotiating with in 
December. 1 was the pioneer in intro- 
ducing Hritish Columbia property to the 
London investor. I had infinite trouble 
in getting articles published concerning 
British Columbia mines, and finally suc- 
ceeded in doing so through the London 
Mining Journal. 

"The option on the War Eagle am 
Iron Mask was $1,500,000, and' a com 
puny has been organized in London with 
a capital of £2,500,000 for the purchase 
of these and any other properties that 
may suit the company. 

" At Rossland there are from fifteen 
to twenty mines that are shipping ore, 
while there are scores of properties that 
are passing the prospective stage into 
the productive period — in brief, they are 
mines that will soon be producing and 
shipping ore on a large scale. 



TARIFF DISCUSSION. 

Mr. Foster's Plain Review of the Tariff 
Position of the Laurier Gov- 
ernment. 

(from the Toronto Mail.) 
Mr. Foster as a debater is easily head 
and shoulders over every man on the 
government sido of the house, He iB 
logical, incisive and eloquent. WTiat is 
more, he has a good case, and that adds 
immensely to his prestigeand his power.' 
The two men who claim to be the best 
speakers among the Liberals are Mr. 
Laurier and Sir Richard Oartwright. 
But Mr. Laurier is notable for the slip- 
pery character of his speeches — for the 
use of words, phrases and sentences con- 
veying to the ear a meaning which, if cir- 
cumstances render necessary, the speaker 
is ready to forget or to explain away, 
while the principal feature of Sir Rich- 
ard's oratory is, of course, the abusive 
element which permeates it from end to 
end. In -Air. Foster there is no play 
upon words, no fraud upon the audience, 
no ill-temper, no Billingsgate. The dis- 
tinguishing chiyacteristics of the finan- 
cial critic of the Conservative side were 
noticeable in his splendid speech of 
Tuesday on the fiscal question. That 
deliverance was a concise and unassail- 
able review of the Ministerial position 
relative to the tariff and an assertion, 
plainly and honestly made, of the Con- 
servative policy — namely, adequate and 
sufficient protection for the interests of 
Canada. 

The first point which Mr. Foster im- 
pressed upon the country was the fact 
that the Liberals are free traders. This 
is undeniable. If anyone doubts it, 
Sir Richard Cartwrighl's speech, fol- 
lowing that of Mr. Foster, makes the 
matter plain enough. Xo more vio- 
lent assault ui)on protection could 
have been offered than that which Sir 
Richard presented to the House. These 
free traders have secured office, and 
with it the power to manipulate the 
tariff, under peculiar circumstances.. 
They were helped, in the first place, by 
cross-issues. Does anybody mean to 
say that the cities of Hamilton and Mon- 
treal declared for the free trade scheme? 
In the next place, they sailed under 
false colors. Every Liberal candidate 
hid a policy for his own constituency, 
and the leader promised everything in 
the way of a fiscal arrangement that bis 
imagination could suggestor that was at 
all likely to catch votes. 

Mr. Foster maintains that the gov- 
ernment, dominated as it is by Sir 
Richard, and pledged as it is to dicker 
with the tariff— sometimes saying one 
thing, sometimes another— ought to be 
ready to outline its principle of action 
by this time, that the country may 
know where it is, and what to expect. 
He is undoubtedly right. The threats, 
the uncertainty, are injurious to busi- 
ness. They paralyze industry. They 
prevent the investment of capital. 
The}' bring Buffering upon the working- 
men, whom the aristocratic Minister 
of Railways holds in such lordly con- 
tempt. The resolution presented by 
Mr, Foster afforded parliament an op- 
portunity to reassure the business world 
ami to give renewed stability to indus- 
try. Sir Richard would have none of it.

STORMS IN JAPAN. 

Enormous Damage Wrought— Ri :e Crop De. 
stroyed— People in a Sorry 
Plight. 

San Francisco, Sept. 30. — Latest ad- 
vices from the Orient report that four 
severe storms have occurred in the 
Southern and Western disrricts of 
Japan, in which the native part of Robe 
suffered severely, and railway commun- 
ication between Tokio and Yokohama 
and the Southern ports was interrupted 
and is not yet completely restored, In 
the Eliogo ami Gifu prefectures especial- 
ly enormous damage has been done 
to property, and a large number 
of lives were lost by the Hoods, which 
followed upon the heavy rain storms. 
The river embankments have been 
broken down and thousands of houses 
demolished, bridges washed away, roads 
destroyed anil the growing crops devas- 
tated. The full amount of damage and 
loss of life has yet to be reported, but it 
will amount to something enormous. 

Hon. J. F.Connelly, U.S. consul at 
Kobe, was a passenger on the China for 
Yokohama from Hongkong, He gave a 
sad account of the terrible havoc wrought 
by the floods. The splendid roads are 
things of the past, while the 
lower part of the town is in ruins, 
and reeking with smells and decay. 
Many of the bodies of the victims 
drowned in the overflow of the Mina- 
togaw were still lying unburied amid 
the ruins and wreck when he left, and 
at another season of the year, he feels 
confident, the stench would quickly 
breed pestilence. The people are in 
sorry plight and are staring famine in 
the face. On Mr, Connelly's trip he 
saw myriads of tiny rice parasites lloat- 
ing about, which indicated that the crop 
had been destroyed, and he believes 
great Buffering will follow.
